The public this week waited on the City Council while the 
Councilmen fumbled with their latest hot potato—rent de-control. 

Last week the councilmen set next Wednesday at 7:30 p. m. for 
a public hearing on the jiousing shortage of Sierra Madre to de¬ 
termine the need for further rent control here. 

But subsequently Governor Earl Warren, who must pass on 
all recommendations for rent control, announced that rules would 
he established for conducting hearings and making recommen¬ 
dations. 

He intimated that hearings held before those rules were es¬ 
tablished would be a waste of time. This was pointed out to the 
councilmen a week ago by City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn. 

This week, however, as time 
passed for givin,g adequate no¬ 
tice to the long suffering pub¬ 
lic, the councilmen proved to 
be conveniently absent after 
making earlier statements to 
the effect that: 

"We'll hold a meeting some¬ 
time—that's sure but we MAY 
change the dote." "We'll call 
the meeting off." "We won't 
call the meeting off." "We 
might as well go ahead with 
it; the governor hasn't any¬ 
thing to soy about it anyway." 

What made the councilmen 
take a long think about the 
matter of de control hearings 
was a communication from 
their own League of California 
Cities. 

The League suggested that 
no hearings be held until the 
rules are formulated. 

As the NEWS goes to press 
Wednesday afternoon word 
was received from City Clerk 
Brain to the effect that the 
public hearing pertaining to 
de-control of rental housing 
scheduled for April 27, 1949 
had been postponed until 
further notice by order of the 
City CounciL

Twenty Indian children will 
again visit Southern California 
homes this summer, under the 
American Friends Indian Child 
Visitation Project. Two Sierra 
Madre families were hosts to 
two littie visiting Indian chil¬ 
dren under last year's program. 

The plans for this summer’s 
visits and the values of this 
project will be brought out at 
the program meeting of the Civ¬ 
ic Club next Thursday (April 
28) at the Park House. Charles 
L. McEvers, Secretary of Ameri¬ 
can Indian work for the Friends 
Service Committee will be the 
speaker. 

Last summer 10 Navajo and 
10 Hopi children were brought 
to Southern California for va¬ 
cation periods of two weeks in 
private homes. The 10 Navajo 
children came from the general 
Fort Defiance area; the Hop! 
children came from the village 
of Moencopi. The host homes 
were carefully selected and 
each home was visited hy the 
committee here before the 
agreement was made for the 
Indian child’s visit. 

The Indian children were 
carefully chosen also, and each 
child was placed in the home 
where it was felt the most 
compatible relationship would 
exist. Physical examinations 
were given the children two 
months before the visit and 
again within three days before 
departure. 

“Values derived from a pro¬ 
gram of this sort are, of course, 
quite i n t a n g ible,” McEvers 
s4id, “and therefore difficult 
to enumerate. 

“The purpose of the program 
was the introduction of a deep¬ 
er understanding and friend¬ 
ship between the Navajo and 
Hopi and the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia families. The natural 
association in family and com¬ 
munity life brings this under¬ 
standing and friendship.” 

The program last year was 
very successful, he said, from 
both the standpoint of the host 
homes and the visiting Indian 
children. 

Host families thoroughly en¬ 
joyed the visits, McEvers said, 
and typical comments were 
“We felt that the visiting 
children were a part of our 
family after one week and we 
hated to see them depart.” 

One Indian mother in Fort 
Defiance had some weeks ago 
already decided which one of 
her children she would like to 
have make the trip, McEvers 
said, even though no mention 
of the repetition of the pro¬ 
gram had been made. 

“Committee members on the 
reservations tell us that the 
absence of any criticism of the 
program is sufficient indica¬ 
tion of acceptance and approv¬ 
al—and that if any dissatis¬ 
faction existed it certainly 
would be made known,” he 
said.

Additional equipment has j 

been provided through fund- ^ 

raising activities of the Assoc- 
latlon, and by parents who 
have provided time, materials 
and skill to build large equip¬ 
ment and toys. Regular Sat- 1 
urday work days are held each i 
month when fathers of pupils 
in the school give a day a 
month for repairing and build¬ 
ing equipment and improving 
play yards. 

A mother-teacher arrange¬ 
ment was set up to provide 
adequate supervision and 
teaching for the children. Each 
mother gives at least one day 
a month as a teacher. Mrs. 
Green trains the mother- - 
teachers and is in constant su¬ 
pervision. One additional 
trained assistant, Mrs. Alice 
Tyson, is employed. A register¬ 
ed nurse, Mrs. Myrtle Ran¬ 
dolph, checks the children on 
entrance each morning and 
governs health standards of 
the school. 

The activities of the children 
are planned to provide alter¬ 
nate periods of physical activ¬ 
ity and restful occupation. Mid¬ 
morning fruit juice is a daily 
treat. The little students do 
not just "play,” according to 
Mrs. Green. They are obtain¬ 
ing valuable training in 
learning to live with other 
people, learning to take turns 
and in learning to develop as 
individuals and as part of the 
group. 

Block- building, carpentry, 
sand boxes, climbing appar¬ 
atus, a doll house and wheeled 
vehicles are all used for imi¬ 
tative play and muscular de¬ 
velopment. Music, clay, paint¬ 
ing supplies and books are 
provided to foster creative de¬ 
velopment. Live animals such 
as turtles, lizards, rabbits and 
goldfish are in constant de¬ 
mand by the children. 

The Nursery School is con¬ 
ducted three hours a day, five 
days a week, in informal, con¬ 
genial surroundings. Minimum 
fees of 75 cents a day are 
charged. The school is open to 
all children from two to five 
years of age. The school is 
non-sectarian and non-profit- . 
making. 

The Association puts out a 
text book, "Handbook for Par¬ 
ents and Nursery School 
Teachers.’’The book was writ¬ 
ten by Mrs. Green and Dr. 
Elizabeth Woods, guidance and 
counseling supervisor for the 
Los Angeles City School Sys¬ 
tem. To date the handbook has 
been distributed in 28 states 
and Alaska and Japan. It is 
used in leading universities 
and teacher-training schools. 

Royalties from the sale of 
the book are transferred to a 
scholar.ship fund for the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Nursery School and 
are used to provide tuition for 
children who otherwise could 
not attend.
